Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Examiner's position is that the article supplied 
with the IDS filed 5-8-2007 is not adequate to establish that the term fired will serve to make claim 42 allowable. The term fired does not 
appear to inherently establish a physical aspect that would have to be present, for example because "fired" does not establish a particular 
heating temperature but could be met by different heating temperatures. Also, claim 42 still contains no language referring to what the 
structural aspect is that is being contended to result from the firing. Finally, there remains the Examiner's argument in the office action of 
9-21-2006 that Shiraishi discloses sintering of the substrate which indicates it is fired..
